lics as a signatory of the Sino- 
Soviet Agreemont of 1924. 


.NO COMPROMISE. 


The Chinese People as a whole 
are irrevocably opposd to any com- 
promise or agreement with Japan 
based on Chinese recognition of 
the Japanese created state of 
Manchukuo. Manchuria together 
with Jéhol is an integral and vital 
part of the Chinese © Republic 
whose territory fx one and indivi- 
sible; and for this reason among 
othors, the tearing away of Man- 
chorla and Jehol cannot be suffer. 
ed by China save at the risk of 
such material and moral enfeeble- 
ment that her survival as an in- 
dependent and -sovereign state 
would .become o matter of incal- 
culable difficulty.

recent duplicate game at the 
Cleveland Whist Club. A small 
alam could be, and actually was, 
made in cach of the four suits, 
and the final contract was doubled 
in pearly every cnac. 
The fact that neither sido was 
vulnerable added to the sport. 
Spirited bidding war -the rule at 
all tables, and the side which 
first gave up ita own declaration 
in favour of a double usually got 
the short end. 

Probably most of those who vid
